Letter Sent Out, 

The fact that impostors have in- 
vaded the profession and have 
brought it into more or less disre- 
pute by malpractice or false pre- 
tension was disclosed in a letter to- 
day from the Executive Committee 
of the association to the 5900 or 
more qualified chiropractors in St. 
Louts, calling on them to join in 
the drive and report to the com- 
mittee fakers who are waxing fat 
on fees for rubbing the spine. 

The association has employed an 
attorney, who has advised that 
fake healers who have never. at- 
tended a Chiropractic sunool and 
who essay to adjust the spine ag 
chiropractors can be prosecuted for 
obtaining money. by false pretense. 
The association announces an in- 
tention.to proceed against such 
frauds unless fakers quit the busi- 
ness. 

“Since launching our campaign 
against fake chiropractors in the 
interest of the public health,” the 
Executive Conimittee states in its 
letter, “your committee. has been 
successful in forcing out of busi- 
ress 16 persons who have never 
been graduated from a chiropractic 
school. As we have information 
that there are 3Q more such fakers 
in St. Louis, we invite you to fur- 
nish Ms with all the information in 
youf possession on this subject. 


“Must Keep Ranks Clean.” 

“Kleven persons have closed 
their offices and have returned to 
school, or promised to return to 
school, to complete their cours@s, 
and five have engaged in other 
lines of endeavor. We must keep 
our ranks clean to protect the pub- 
lic health and retain the confidence 
the public nas shown in chiroprac- 
tic, and your committee feels that 
within the next month we shall 
have forced out of business at least 
a score or more of charlatans who 
are shielding themselves under the 
banner of chiropractic.” 

One of the “doctors” 
hale@d before the committee 
examined as to his credentials, and 
who appeared to have been doing 
a lucrative’ business on the spine, 
was discovered to be a bootlegger 
who had hung out a chiropractor’s 
sign for protection against snoop- 
ers. He took down the sign when 
threatened with prosecution. 

This instance was cited by the 
chiropractors to show how their 
profession was being imposed up- 
on, and the present campaign 
against frauds is to clean up the 
profession so that a bill to be in- 
troduced at the next Legislature, 
providing for a State board of 
chiropractic, may receive more fa- 
vorable attention than similar 
measures in previous years. At 
present there is no law in Missouri 
regulating chiropractors,

LONDON, July 29.—John May- 
nard Keynes, noted economist, and 
Lydia Lopoukhova, dancer, are en- 
gaged, and the wedding is to take 
place shortly, it is announced today. 
Last January Lopoukhova _. ob- 
*ained here a nullification of her 
first marriage to Randolph Boro- 
cha, who was manager for Serge 


Diagheliff during the Russian bal- 
let season in New York in 1919, 
but it was only yesterday the de- 
cree was declared absolute, thus 
making possible the announcement 
of her forthcoming marriage. 

The wedding, it is expected, will 
be a quiet affair. It was but re- 
cently announced Lopoukhova was 
retiring from the stage and intend- 
ed making her home in England. 

John Maynard Keynes has _ ful- 
filled a number of Government 
commissions in the last 15 years. 
He was a*° member of the Royal 
Commission on Indian Finance and 
Currency, 1913-14, and in 1919 
served as deputy for the Chancel- 
of the Exchequer on the su- 
preme economic council. He has 
published a number of works on 
financial subjects. 

Keynes resigned as economic ad- 
viser to the Versailles peace con- 
ference when he could not persuade 
the Powers interested that the 
terms of peace they were framing 
could never be enforced, Subse- 
quently, in 1919, he published a 
hook called ““The Economic Conse- 
quences of the Peace,’” which set 
European statesmen in a turmoil 
stating that Germany never 
could pay all that was demanded 
in the treaty of Versailles. 

In 1922 Keynes published an- 
other treaty volume called “A Revi- 
sion of the Treaty.’’

Premier Kato Says Passing 
of American Ambassador 
“Comes as a Staggering 
Blow.”

TOKIO, July 29.—Official ex- 
pressions of regret because of the 
death of Edgar A. ° Bancrort, 


American Ambassador to Japun, 
are contained in statements from 
Premier Kato and Foreign Minist?r 
Shidehara: ) 

The Premier said: 

"News of the death of the 
American Ambassador eomes @s 0 
staggering blow. Since he assured 
his duties here he has endeared 
himself to all of us and shown 
himself a true friend to the Japa- 
nese people. He worked body and 
soul for the promotion of the tra- 
ditional Japanese-American frien- 
ship. It is difficult for me to find 
words adequate to express our re- 
gret. Through the death of tre 
Ambassador, America has lost a 
great servant and this country has 
lost a friend.” 

Won Universal Respect. 

The Foreign Minister: 

‘T find it difficult to express my- 
self on the sense of shock and 
grief that has followed the.death 
of the American Ambassador. OD lv 
yesterday we received the cheer'ng 
news of his improvement and 
looked forward to his restoratio. 
to active duties. During his serv- 
ices here, he not only endearcd 
himself to all with whom he ca'‘ne 
in contact by his sympathy, ‘n- 
thusiasm and readiness to accent 
other points of view than his own, 
but he won universal respect by 
the clearness of his mind and the 
steadiness of his purpose. He had 
already made a place distinctly his 
own in the history of American- 
Japanese relations, and his 1loas 
from their service cannot be de- 
scribed fairly as anything but 
tragic. We mourn him sincerely 
as a friend and as a devoted, dis- 
tinguished servant to our common 
cause of pacific understanding.” 

Government Offers Services. 

Foreign Office officials have de- 
parted for Karuizawa, where Mr. 
Bancroft died last night, to co-op- 
erate with the officials of the 
American Embassy in making ar- 
rangements for the transfer to To- 
kio of the body: 

It is probable the Japanese Gov- 
ernment will tender the tse of a 
battleship to convey the body to 
the United States. 

Baron Shidehara was tele- 
graphed condolences to the State 
Department. 

The Foreign Office reception to 
the United States Congressmen, 
who are visiting Japan, has been 
cancelled. 

Unconscious Before Death. 

The Ambassador was uncon- 
scious for two hours before ‘his 
death. Dr. Ikeda, a Japanese phy- 
siclan. was the only doctor pres- 
ent, efforts to communicate with 
DOr. R. B. Teusler of St. Lukes 
Hospital and physician to the 
American Embassy, who had at- 
tended Bancroft, having been with- 
out avail. When told of the Am- 
bassador’s death, Dr. Tuesier said 
it was a surprise as there was 
every indication that the patient 
was improving. He added he 
would have operated but for Ban- 
croft’s age, 68, as he believed he 
was suffering from either ulcer or 
cancer. » 

Bancroft’s death was the result 
ef a duodenal ulcer. The Ambas- 
sador had been held to his ved for 
three weeks. At 6 o'clock last 
night he suffered a relapse after a 
supposed convalescence. Restora- 
tives failed. Dr. Ikeda, who was 
at his bedside, said Bancroft cied

DEPOSITORS FIGHT 
$75,000 FEE PAI 
NN BANK CASE 


Court Asked to Set Aside 
Approval of Claims of 
T. E. Francis and Frank 
in Kirksville Matter. 


STATE FINANCE HEAD 
REQUESTED TO AID 
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Senator Whitecotton Says 
Services Listed by Aids 
of Millspaugh Were “Not 
as Represented.”

JEFFERSON CITY, July 29.— 
Charging that exorbitant fees have 
been paid attorneys appointed by 
Finance Commissioner 
Millspaugh in connection with the 
liquidation of the Kirksville (Mo.) 
Trust Co., which failed more than 
two years ago, State Senator 
Whitecotton of Paris arrived in 
Jefferson City today to seek the 
co-operation of Finance Commis- 


former 


sioner French in support of a mo- 
tion, filed in the Adair County Cir- 
cuit Court, to have approval of a 
$25,000 fee to Thomas E. Francis 
of St. Louis and Assistant Attorney- 
General W. F. Frank of Kirksville 
set’ aside. 

As attorney for a group of de- 
positors of the trust company, 
Whitecotton in suggestions to the 
Court, filed in support of his mo- 
tion, alleged that a numberof 
items in the list of services set out 
by Francis and Frank were “not 
as represented” and that “it was 
manifestly unfair for counsel to 
be paid an exorbitant fee upon 
false claims.”’ 

Asks Court for Rehearing. 

Whitecotton said that, although 
the $25,000 had been paid the two 
attorneys, it would be possible to 
recover any portion of it the Court 
might hold was excessive. He has 
asked the Court to reopen the 
matter and rehear it. The claim 
was approved by Special Judge 
Beal after Commissioner French, 
on recommendation of Attorney- 
General Otto, approved it. Frank’s 
services in the litigation were prior 
to his appointment as an assistant 
to Otto, but the approval by Otto 
was afterward. 

The enormous fees 
Kirksville liquidation have been 
the subject of much complaint 
among stockholders of the bank, 
who have received a dividend of 
only 83 per cent and can expect 
not more than &5 per cent. The 
payment of excessive fees was de- 
nounced from the pulpit by the 
Rev. Cc. F. Acree, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church in Kirksville. 
The minister said: 

“Awful as Ahis tragedy is, with 
one man in the #@emetery and one 
in the penitentiary as a direct re- 
sult, the worst result is not the loss 
of-money to the depositors, even 
if they had lost all. The worst ts 
the effect on public morals, and the 
large number of people whose con- 
fidence in the law has been shaken 
and whose attitude toward those 
In position of power has been un- 
dermined.

“The present Finance Commis- 
sioner."" Whitecotton stated In his 
suggestions, “should not be em- 
ybarrassed by the acts of his prede- 
cessor and by attorneyd in the col- 
lection of unjust and unreasonable 
fees. for which his predecessor in 
office (Millspaugh) has a state- 
wide reputation in allowing and 
paying.” 

He directed attention to a stip- 
ulation filed in the liquidation pro- 
viding for an -seignment of $500,- 
000 of insurance on the life of 
Lonnie Gibbs, defaulting cashier, 
who * "led himeelf. for the benefit 
of depe itors. This stipulation was 
cited by Francis and Frank as one 
of the oorvices they performed. 

“Gibbe’ parents offered to make 
this assignment,” Whitecotton set 
forth. “before Francis and Frank 

‘ered the matter. An assignment 
was executed. The only change I 
ean find in the second assignment 
is that i¢ stipulated that the money 
should be turned over to Millspaugh 
instead of another assignee, for 
distribution, and that Francis 
should fix the fees to be paid.”

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COOLIDGE ATTENDS REUNION 
NEAR SWAMPSCOTT TODAY 
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Butler and Deneen to Speak at 
Assembly of Essex County 
Republicans,

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., July 28.— 
A reunion with old friends at an 
outing near here of Essex County 
Republicans engaged President 
Coolidge’s attention today to the 
exclusion of other business. While 
indicating that he would not de- 
liver a speech, the President had 
sent word that he would be on 
hand to mingle with the crowd and 
exchange greetings with those in 
attendance, many of them friends 
and political advisers in’ the days 
when he had an active part in 
Massachusetts politics and was 
Governor of the State.

The car was opened, and for an.

It is 
fortunate that he leads for real 
progress and that we can work to- 
gether.’ And this was while some 
of Wilson's friends were unfriendly 
to the Secretary and unjustly so, 
even when they differed as big 
‘and sincere men must. Wilson al- 
ways had the highest respect for 
him and regretfully accepted his 
resignation.

MINISTERS AT FUNERAL 


Service at Dayton Was Summons to Funda-' 
mentalists to Continue Battle of “Martyr, 
Fallen in Defense of Son of God.”

DAYTON, Tenn., July 29>—Day- 


ton and its rural environs yester- 
day afterridon honored the memory 
of Wiliam Jennings Bryan in a 


simple, but fervently religious cere- 
mony on the lawn of the cottage in 
which his tody lay. The service 
was conducted by tried and true 
fundamentalist clergymen, Metho- 
dist and Baptist who enited in de- 
claring that Bryan, dead, would 
prove a greater force :n estabMshk- 
ing fundamentalism in this coun- 
try than was Bryan alive. 

“His soul goes marching on, was 
the keynote of the ceremony. A 
hint of defiance and a call to baitle 
rang audibly and visibly .throug” 
the words of reverence and the 
pall of sorrow. Rhea covnty, rally- 
ing where the leader fell, took in- 
spiration for Continuing the battle. 
Even in the prayers the dominant 
note of supplication was that the 
mantle a the stricken chieftain 
might fall upon some one possess- 
ing the qualities for leading the 
host to that Armageddon which 
was taken for granted. 

Rearded old men, with  steel- 
bowed spectacles and: hickofy 
walking sticks, matrons clinging to 
the hands of small boys. and shy 
little girls, farmers in cveralls and 
black slouch hats, merchants of 
the town, mechanics with young 
wives, carrying babies, stood 
closely packed together under the 
maples. and listened raptly to the 
ministers, bowed their heads rever- 
ently in prayer, and joined softly 
and soulfully in the hymns: “Yes, 
We Shall Gather at the River,’ 
“Jesus Lover of My Soul” and 
“Nearer My God to Thee.’ 

Moré Determined Than Ever. 

These subdued people were the 
same people who ten days ago 
filled the courtroom of Judge Raul- 
ston with ferocious yells of a@pprov- 
al ag Bryan shouted defiances at 
Clarence Darrow and the other de- 
fenders of John T. Scopes. Now 
they were softened with sorrow, 
‘but unconquered, and their deter- 
mination to carry on the fight 
hardened visibly during the sery- 
ice. It would be worth a man’s 
life to attempt a public defense of 
evolution in Rhea County today. 

“The brave widow's first words 
‘were: ‘Who will take his place?’ ”’ 
‘said the Rev. Charles R. Jones 
Southern Methodist pastor who led 
the services. “I say that William 
‘Jennings Bryan is still,in the fore- 
front of the battle. We who have 
ifollowed the great fundamentalist 
shall arise, a mighty unit, millions 
of God-fearing and God-loving men 
‘and women of this country, and we 
i shall meet the enemies of the word 
of God in one solid phalanx. 

“When he came here to battle for

A brisk breeze rustied the ma- 
ples,.the sun was faintly overcast 
with clouds, all was quiet anil 
peaceful.

Across the roqd, on another lawn. 
the movie camefa men ground 
briskly. 

Homage of Quiet Throng. 

The yard under the maples was 
filled with quiet clusters of people 
before the services began. Two or 
three legionaires in uniform and a 
pair of Chattanooga policemen 
stood around ,with nothing to do. 
John R. Neat one of Bryan's legal 
adversaries in the recent Scopes’ 
trial, stood meditatively with 


crossed arms in the shade of a great; Bryan did not stack 


drooping magnolia in one corner of 
the yard. ’ 

A rose creeper twined itself 
around the rainspout at the corner 
of the front porch. A brisk breeze 
stirred the follage. From a chicken 
coup under an old walnut tree in 
the back yard came the lazy crow- 
ing of a rooster. There were 
enough clouds to mitigate the 
glare of the sun. It was a pleas- 
ant afternoon. 

Up the sidewalk by the low con- 
crete wall in front of the house 
came e6low, sad-faced men, ma- 
tronly housewives of Dayton, chil- 
dren with shiny Sunday faces. The 
girls wore organdies and chiffons 
of pink, orange, blue and green. 
Dayton girls are always better 
dressed than Dayton youths. , 


Self-Conscioug Before Camera. 

Slowly, gravely, speaking in un- 
dertones, they mounted the low 
porch, passed in through the nar- 
row front door, inté the little front 
room, solemn with the presence of 
the great dead, and out again. Old 
men with steel-bdwed spectacles 
and walking sticks, farmers .with 
overalls and watch chains made of 
braided shoestrings, suddenly be- 
came self-constious in the presence 
of the movie cameras, and averted 
their eyes apprehensively. 

Some climbed Into their rickety 
Fords and drove away: others 
turned aside on the grass in the 
shade of the maples. One heard 
the salutations, “Brother Morgan” 
and “Sister Stout.” It stamped this 
as a distinctly religious occasion, 
for “‘brother” and “sister” are ap- 


pellations usually reserved for 
church. 


Family Groups Arrive. 

Family groups and neighborly 
clusters continued to arrive. 
Eventually, they were so numerous 
that the desultory streams enter- 
ing and emerging from the narrow 
front door became clogged enough 
to warrant calling a policeman who 
formed a line on the front walk 
and people were admitted in in- 
stallments of half a dozen. 

The Hicks boys, clean-cut in 
white linen suits, and the neigh- 
borly young Wallace Haggard, as- 
sociated with Bryan as counsel in 
the Scopes case, moved among 
the crowd. Little managing was 
necessary, the people were silent. 
diffident and awed. One of those 
in the line was little old Prof. Gen- 
try, in shiny blue suit and long 
trailing mustache, the lone evolu- 
tionist on the Scopes jury. 


Faces Filled With Awe. 


Prosperous farmers in tall hats 
with narrow ribbon bands, stood by 
the bushes at the side of the yard 
and discussed the prevalling 
Visitorg were not allowed 
to gO around the house, where the 
walnut trees stand in the back 
yard, with their bird houses and 
white-washed trunks. 

One did not see a single tear or 
a moist eye.

Northern Ireland Clings to United Kingdom 
While South Adopts Status of 
Sovereign State.

BELFAST. Ireland, July 1— 
felf-government in Northern Ire- 
land differs in form from that 8¢- 
eurea by the treaty in Southern 
freland. Southern Irelan< has 
fallen into line with the other self- 
‘sh empire, each of which has 
come, by comstitutional practice, 
to have the status of a sovereign 
gtate. Northern Ireland is a unique 
example within the British empire 
of the American plan It is, 60 
far the British empire's sole ex- 
periment tn federalism. While the 
godel for the Dublin Parliament 
ie Canada, that of the Belfast Par- 
Mament is rather Illincis. Alone 
o* the self-governing states of the 
British empire, Northern Ireland 
bas its representatives tn the im- 
perial Parliament st Westminster. 

The experiment is as yet very 
tentative. It was adopted in 1920 
§n the expectation that al! Ireland. 
with two Parliaments. migct 
gent to it and the idea was ‘to give 
the Irish people some home rule 
but mot too much. Southern 
frelané unanimously repudiated 
the plan and through revolution 
arrived at ea <ifferen*t solution. 
Worthern Ireland, which did not 
Geaire any form of home rule and 
preferred the union, reluctantly as- 
sented. 

The resulting situation has some 
ebvious advantages for the north- 
ern Government in its relations 
with the British. There is no fric- 
tien, but there is plenty of discus- 
gion and the northern statesmen 
are in strong position for getting 
the best of the argument Thev 
have it both wars. in the man- 
agement of thelr loca! affairs they 
are unfettered while ther have not 
gurrendered their direct share in 
the management of imperial ccn- 
cerne.
